Applicant argues that an alarm generated In the removed device is not suggested by Cromer. As evidence applicant discusses the fact 
that an alert message is sent from the main computer to a network administrator only if it is determined that at least one of the computers 
is disconnected. 

The examiner points out that Cromer teach software implemented on a computer device that polls client computer systems and if the 
device receives no response an alert message is sent to the administrator (Cromer, col. 7 lines 31-54). 

In other words if the device is disconnected (removed) from the network it will not receive response to its polls and will attempt to send a 
message to an administrator. 

In order for the message to be sent it first must be GENERATED. The message is generated due to the lack of the response to the polls. 
Thus in order to start the alarm routine (generate a message) the computer must be alerted to the fact that a particular event occurred (no 
response to polling has been received). 

As well known in the art of computing this is done by a process called an interrupt (for any additional information the examiner refers to 
any text book on computer Operating Systems). 

The interrupt alerting about the device being removed from the network and the resulting generated message reads on an alarm and the 
examiner points out that the alarm will be triggered as a result of the device being disconnected from the network regardless whether the 
message to the administrator actually reach the administrator or not. 

Summarizing, disconnection of a network connection of a device (computer implementing monitoring software) from a network will result in 
condition that the device is removed from the network that in turn will generate an alarm. 

This clearly reads on: "generating an alarm in said removed device if said network connection is disconnected".
